| SOME ASTRONOMICAL QUESTIONS OF OUR TIME 
ie ee by JeLe 








Rings round the earth? 


Four or five years ago an astronomer published a 
letter in which he stated that he had detected, beyond 
Earth's atmosphere, the existence of one or more bands 
of radiation, or particlese He raised the possibility 
of our planet posSesSing one or more ‘rings’ comparable 
to those of planet Saturn, rings which, presumably, could 
not be seen from earth's surface, but which might be 
visible from another planete Nothing more was heard of 
this suggestion, of the possible existence of the rad- 
iation belts, or of the questions posed. The whole 
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matter appears to have been ignorede 

It is, however, common knowledge today that the 
artificial satellites have detected not one, but two 
belts of radiation outside our atmosphere — the Van 
Allen Bands. The first is at about 400 to 600 miles up 
and stretching approximately 1,400 to 4,400 miles, the 
Second being about 8,000 to 12,000 miles up. 

It is not impossible that other such belts will be 
discovered by other satellites and the questions asked 
those few years ago will call for an answer. 

Is the ecarth round, is it the centre of the universe 
and does it move? These were the salient questions ask-— 
ed by astronomers over two millennia agoe Painfully, 
laboriously and with elementary apparatus, the answers 
were given — the earth is round, it is not the centre of 
the universe and it does movee But the wall of dis- 
belief shattered these truths and for 2,000 years the 
idea of a moving world was lost until brought forth 
again by Kepler. A remarkable instance of "vested" in- 
terests defying truth and crushing both it and the 
questions that produced such awkward replies. 

The current idea on cosmology is that, following 
a moment of the creation of a primordial atom with sub- 
sequent formation of the universe of galaxies, that un- 
iverse is in continuous creation and that distant gal- 
axiecs are recedinge Indeed, measurements show that this 
is apparently the case and that, in years to come, the 
most distant galaxies will have speeded up so that they 
will never be seen againe 

As a passing thought, are we sure that it is the 
distant galaxies that are receding? It could be that 
all the galaxies are stationary and that it is our gal- 
axy, the Milky Way, which is recedinge This would 
create the same effect as that now so carefully measured. 
Other questicns lie in the rotation of galaxies. Do 
they all rotate the same way? The modern view is that 
the nebulae, clouds of gaseous material surrounding 
starry nuclei, are actually stars in the process of form- 
ation and that, as they rotate, so the particles of 
cosmic dust are concentrated to form the spheres. A 
neat theory but one that is somewhat contrary to our 
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6xperience on this planet where, if a stone is tied to 
a length of elastic and whirled around the tendency of 
the centrifugal force created is to cast the stone away. 
Indeed, this principle is applied daily in every house- 
hold spin—dryer for clothes. Why then, should a nebula 
reverse the effect of centrifugal force? Is this ques—- 
tion yet answered? 

If we look nearer home we find much also that may 
possibly be linked to a lack of symmetry or parity. 
Recent oceanographical research has established, that | 
under the Gulf Stream, there is another current of sea 
water flowing in the opposite direction. Possibly a 
reason for this action can be found, despite theories 
of the earth's rotation. 

Let us also look at the planets of our own system. 
We. are told that the bulge in most of them is due to the 
effect of centrifugal force created by their rotation, 
ieee, a tendency to throw off. We are also informed 
that the Moon and the planet Mars for example, have 
little or no atmosphere owing to the lack of gravity 
which enabled the gases to escaps to outer spacee But 
if the nebulae, by their rotation, pull gases and part- 
icles to their centres the cause of a later liberation 
of the same gases, despite centrifugal force and gravity, 
needs explanatione 

If we regard the satellites, or moons, of various 
planets we find that most, like our own moon, travel 
from we8t to east. There are however, a number which 
have a retrograde motion, that is, they travel round 
their planets from east to west. Such retrograde motion 
satellites are to be found around Jupiter and around 
Saturn, where Phoebe has retrograde motion, and around 
Neptune, where Triton, perhaps the largest satellite 
known, also travels from east to weste 

The reasons for this interesting reversal of normal 
travel are not, apparently, known to astronomers. I8s 
it possible that they are obeying some hidden law con- 
cerning parity on the grand scale? Coupied with the 
apparent reverse action of nebulae, counter-currents in 
the oceans and the wrong-way travel of some satellites, 
it might be conceivable that a law similar to, if not 
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actually stemming from, the non-conservation of parity 
may be in operation. 

Let us consider the question of the neutrino, which 
has been ‘discovered’ within the atom and which appears 
to be able to record its existence yet has no physical, 
palpable body. It is thought by some research workers 
that the neutrino is a complete "shadow" of the atom, 
having as many parts (or neutrinos) as each atom, living 
alongside, or inside, the substance it shadows. This 
assumption, as has been pointed out by other writers, 
implies that each atom in our own bodies must have its 
neutrino "shadow" making up a complete shadow-self for 
each and all of uSe 

If this theory is correct may it not be that the 
neutrino "shadow" is, perhaps, a mirror image and that, 
as the neutrino obviously differs from the atom, the 
"shadow" differs from what is shadowede Does the non- 
conservation of parity enter into this conception? 

Enough has been said to show that there are quest—- 
ions in plenty, questions which may, at first glance, 
appear,to be ludicrous, even foolishe But at least let 
us ask the questions, let us attempt to pose the right 
type of question; among the many that can be asked there 
may, as it were, prove to be some grain among the chaff. 
Let us remember that the wild phantasy of today often 
becomes the sober, accepted fact of tomorrow — that the 
carth is round, well, pear-shaped and not flat, that 
encephalography, the measurement of "brain waves", was 
once derided but is now established, that heavier-—than- 
air flight was once proven scientifically impossible, 
that we see through a grass, darklye 

We must regard the universe and its laws as a whole 
and not consider individual aspects without relation to 
the rest, just as a medical man must regard his patient 
as a whole and not just consider, say, an aching limb 
or organ on itS OWNe 

Any mental blocks in our intelligence must be sought 
out and removed so that the stone walls of indifference 
and invested interest in the scientific status quo are 
not permitted to hold up intellectual, scientific or 
spiritual progress. Which leads one to ask what is ~ 
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perhaps the most salient question of all - why has | 


science lost its contact with spirituality and how can 
it recover it? J.Le 





ARE PHOBOS AND DEIMOs ARTIFICIAL SATELLITES OF MARS 
by Th. Zhirov 











I.S. Shklowski, the well known Soviet Scientist, 
gave an interview to “Komssomolskaia Pravda" which was 
published on the ist May 1959, in the course of which he 
gave details of his new hypothesis on the two smallest 
moons of Mars. 

Phobos has an almost circular orbit at a radius of 
6000 Km from the surface of Mars and has a daily rotatim 
period of 7h 39m. Deimos also has a circular orbit, : 
some 23,500 km from the surface of Mars and revolves in 
30h 18m. Both satellites move in the plane of the Mar— 
tian equator. It is not possible to measure the dia- 
meters of these moons by present day optics, but by in- 
direct methods it has been established that diameters of 
Phobos and Deimos are 6k and 8km respectively, smaller 
than any other satellites in our solar system 

The fact that the orbits of both are in the equat— 
orial plane of Mars renders it improbable that the sat- 
ellites are captured asteroids. Certain aspects of 
their movement are unusual. In 1945 Sharpless, an 
American astronomer recalculated their orbits and check- 
ed his figures with those of the famous Russian Astrono- 
mer Herman Struve made at the turn of the century, and 
as a result it has now been established that Phobos has 
advanced by 2.5 from the theoretical point previously 
established. Such a fact is unintelligible to celestial 
mechanics. Shklowski, however, considers that the pro- 
bable cause of this is the braking power of the extreme- 
ly rarefied upper layers of the Martian atmosphere, just 
as has occurred with the terrestial artificial satelli- 
tes of today. He calculates that Phobos will crash 
onto the surface of Mars within the next fifteen milliom 
yearse 

Other possible causes are highly improbable, if 
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only because the results of the calculations give values 
less than those observed. The real point is that such a 
great braking effect on Phobos is only possible if it has 
very little mass and a density about 1/1000 that of water. 
The only explanation is that Phobos is hollow inside, but 
this cannot be the case with a cosmic body, from which it 
is deduced that Phobos is an artificial satellite. There 
are observations of similar behaviour on the part of 
Deimos but these are less striking as its diameter is less 
than that of Phobos. 





| A LETTER ON ZIMBABWE FROM BRIGADIER R.P. GATEHOUSE | 





Salisbury, Rhodesia. 
November 7th, 1959. 


What may interest you is the fact that I have made 
a fairly whole-time study, over some years, of the famous 
Rhodesian ruins, such as Great Zimbabwe. Nobody has yet 
answered satisfactorily any of their three main questions 
posed —- WHO? WHEN? and WHY? There are two main schools 
of thought: firstly, that they were built by African 
natives, which scems to me out of the question: and 
secondly, that they were built by a people coming from 
the Mediterranean via the Great Rift Valley. This is 
possibly, however unlikely, but nobody has yet ventured 
the opinion that they came from the south-west, on their 
way to the Mediterranean. There are important factors 
in favour of this, and if it is true, then an Atlantean 
origin is far from unlikely. This, however, would in- 
volve a problem of dates, and would suggest that the 
Atlantean exodus was far more recent than has been supp=- 
osede In fact, there is much to be said for a more 
recent date, and at present I believe that is the case. 

Great Zimbabwe was once a world-wide matter of inter- 
est, but I do not know if that is now the case, and if 
your readers would know enough about it to be interested 
without my having to take up too much space in clementary 
description etc. It is a large subject, because there 
are so many other ruins of somewhat similar nature, 
and together they make up a very fascinating though 
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lengthy subject. 

An important and remarkable factor is the inclusion 
in the ruins of military principles widespread in the 
civilized world, both ancient and mediaeval, and others 
extremely modern which I am unable to associate with any 
people of a period remotely applicable to the Rhodesian 
ruinse In fact, they are, in many surprising ways un- 
ique and brilliant in conception. This strongly suggests 
an “unknown" people, which, combined with a possible 
arrival from south-west Africa, certainly puts Atlantis 
into the picture in no small waye If this sort of thing 
is of any interest, I will see if I can condense the 
subject without ruining ite

THE TOPOGRAPHY OF THE ATLANTIS OF PLATO | 
by The Zhirov. 








Plato in the Critias gives certain details regard- 
ing the site of the capital of Atlantis which are of 
some importance for a study of the question to day: 

"On the side towards the sea, and in the centre 
of the whole island, there was a plain, which is said 
to have been the fairest of all plains, and very fertile. 
Near the plain again, and also in the centre of the is- 
land, at a distance of about 50 stadia, there was a 
mountain, not very high on one Sideeecece Poseidonecece 
breaking the ground, enclosed the hill in which she 
dwelt all round, making alternate zones of sea and land, 
larger and smaller, encircling one another; there were 
two of land and three of water". 

"They (the Atlanteans) bridged over the zones of 
sea which formed he ancient metropolis..e.e..and, beg— 
inning from the sea they dug a canal three hundred feet 
in width and one hundred feet in depth, and fifty 
stadia in length, which they carried through to the outer- 
most ZONCeeeee Which became a harbour". 

The climate indications are that the plain may have 
been a plateau of moderate height, in which case the 
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construction of a navigable canal for shipping to the 
capital would have required locks, which seems scarcely 
probable, or, alternatively it would have been placed in 
the narrow trough like valley which probably originally 
contained a river which could have been transformed into 
the canal. This situation is very similar to Scheria 
the capital of the Phaeacians as visualised by Homer in 
the Odyssey. 

Plato also mentions that there was a great irrig- 
ation canal about a thousand miles in length with many 
branches. The importance of this great canal of Atlantis 
is more than that of irrigation. According to the 
bathymetric data the slopes of the submarine ridges of 
this region are made up of stepped terraces, some of 
Which resemble troughse Topography of this nature re- 
quires great irrigation and regulating works for the 
protection of the area from floods, erosion, etce The 
Great Canal of Atlantis has taken the place of the orig- 
inal regulating reservoir in addition to being part of 
the irrigation system. The data now available give a 
new and more vital aspect to the grandiose canal system 
of Atlantis. 





THE TWO ETHIOPIAS 
——by The Zhirov —— 





In Classical mythology the God Poseidon received as 
appanage two Ethiopias, the first in the East was where 
the Sun rose, the second in the West, was where the Sun 
sete The orthodox view point that the Eastern one was 
in India and the Western one in Egypt, is not a persua- 
Sive one, especially as Egypt seems to have come under 
Athena. The myth of the two Ethiopias would be more 
realistic if one assumes that in both cases the kingdom 
in question had been submerged by the ocean and. this 
added to the realms of Poseidon. 

On this basis the Western Ethiopia was Atlantis, a 
supposition that is supported by the fragments of the 
"Tois Aethopikes" by Marcellus (AD 174-217) who says: 
"Historians who speak of the islands of the exterior sea 
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tell us that in their time there were seven islands con- 
secrated to Proserpine, and three others of immense ex- 
tent of which the first was consecrated to Pluto, the 
second to Ammon and the third to Neptune-Poseidon. The 
inhabitants of the latter had preserved a recollection 
(transmitted to them by their ancestors) of the island 
of Atlantis which was extremely large and for a long 
time held sway over all the islands of the Atlantic 
Ocean. It was also consecrated to Neptune-Poseidon". 

As for the EastermEthiopia, one may surmise that 
it is a recollection of the submerged continent of 
of Lemuria in the Indian Ocean, which seems to differ 
from that of the Theosophists in the Pacific (the Paci- 
fis continent of the Geologists). From Babylonia we 
have the myth of Dilmun, the legendary home of the 
Sumerian Paradise and the beginnings of civilisation and 
of Melukhkha - a name later given of Sthiopea - both of 
which vanished in the Deluge. 

From Egyptian myth we have the "Journey to a Far 
Off Island", which tells of the Island of the Snake God 
which was overwhelmed by fire and which sank beneath 
the waves. Ruta, the name given by the Theosophists 
and their successors to the Atlantean island may have 
been part of the Indian Ocean Lemuria, but exact inform- 
ation as to the original source of Ruta is lacking and 
I should appreciate details. 

Note by Editor: As Daitya, the name given to the ¥ 
Southern Island of Atlantis by Blavatskaya and her 
associates, is also that of the giants who fought against } 
the gods, and were defeated at the time of the Churning of 
the Ocean, who were members of the Asurase From this it 
would seem possible that “Ruta” may have been the name 
of a personage also associated with this disaster legend.

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ATLANTIS 
by Arthur Louis Joquel II

In the Atlantic Ocean, portions of the island of 
Antilla were still above the waters, but it seems to 
have been eroding and sinking slowly, forcing the people 
on it to move ever westward. Finally they moved into 
the Caribbean Sea area at about 500 B.C., and then, in 
one final move, arrived on the mainland of Mexico on the 
peninsula of Yucatan, where they settled, to become 
known as the Mayas, who built huge cities and had a vast 
knowledge of astronomy and mathematics. 

There were other Atlantean survivals as well and 
some of them were individual cities, built as copies of 
the great walled city on the lost island, with rings of 
land and water and a temple and fortress in the centre. 
One of these cities has been found on the coast of the 
Mediterranean Sea, in Tunis; another now lies beneath 
the waters of the North Sea, and-was investigated by 
divers a few years agoe 

With the disappearance of the Ice Age from Europe, 
a new continent was now open for occupation, and several 
aifferent groups of peoples began to drift into the area. 
The same thing happened in North America; in addition 
to migrants from the east, there were great movements of 
peoples over the Bering Straits and down the coast of 
the Pacific Ocean, md these two forces met in the middle 
of the North and Central American continents. 

For thousands of years after the island of Atlantis 
vanished beneath the ocean, the stories and traditions 
of the empire that had existed there were preserved. 
After Egypt and its surrounding nations had recovered 
from the shock of the loss of their mother country, and 
had survived the changes in the geography of the Earth 
which took place at that time, several expeditions were 
sent out to investigate. 

When they found that it was hardly possible to sail 
through the ocean because of the debris left there, and 
that the once mighty island was now vanished, the Egyptian 
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priests wrote the story of Atlantis on pillars of last- 
ing stone and erected them in one of their underground 
temples to preserve its history. 

From them, and from other sources, the story of 
Atlantis has comee And it helps to explain many strange 
things in the past of the world. For instance, the 
story of Circe, the sorceress who changed men into pigs, 
which is told in Homer's Odyssey; it has been found that 
the brutish Neanderthal men had a centre Near where 
Circe's cave was supposed to be. located, in Italy. This 
may have been a spot where a queen, descendant of the 
Atlanteans, ruled over a band of these early beings who 
practiced cannibalisme 

One of the practices which existed for many years 
is that of witchcraft. It had its origins far back in 
the days before writing was universal, and survived down 
until almost modern dayse It may have had its real 
beginnings as a ritual designed to increase the fading 
mental abilities of certain groups of people, and try to 
bring back their powers of mental telepathy. Later it 
degenerated into a cult. 

It has been mentioned that, by a remarkable circum 
stance, a comet seems to have been in the sky at the 
time that Atlantis sank, and th Earth swung through the 
comet's tail, adding to the destruction and making the 
stories of those days even more vivide But it may have 
had another effect as well; intense radiation from the ? 
comet's tail may have caused many children born after 
that time to be deformed, just as radiation from atomic 
explosions or radioactive material is known to cause such 
mutations todaye 

The old legends are filled with stories of monsters 
of all kinds, many of them man-like but having a fright- 
ening appearance; there are stories of fish=-men, having 
scales on their bodies; men with two heads, men with 
many arms or legs, giants and dwarfse And since almost 
all fairy tales and legends have some source in reality, 
this may have been the origin of many of the stories in 
the old myths. Some of these creatures were intelligent 
and helped the people of the time; others were cruel 
and had to be destroyed. And gradually, since such 
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mutuations tend to be sterile, they failed to continue 
and died out. 

There are six “old nations” in history - Egypt, 
Babylonia, China, Crete, the Mayas and the old Peruvians. 
All of them have a high culture as far back as their 
history can be traced, and then, suddenly, their 
beginnings vanish into the depths of timee It is as if 
they began fully civilized, instead of gaining culture 
gradually. And it is this which adds to the reasons 
for believing that they, 4&3 well as parts of the world 
now submerged or uninhabited, received their knowledge 
from Atlantis. 

The story of the lost continent of Atlantis is an 
exciting one, which still has the power to stir the 
imagination more than, 10,000 years after it vanished 
from the face of the Earthe It is based in part on 
tradition and in part on scattered pieces of purely 
scientific datae But it is not generally accepted among 
historians and scientists; it is not to be found in 
textbooks; and it is often dismissed as the imaginings 
of a group of dreamers. 

One of the reasons that we have presented this 
survey of the problem of Atlantis is because it has been 
so generally ignored and ridiculed by scholars. Simply 
because, to accept the Atlantean theory, it would be 
necessary to abandon some older ideas, they find it 
simpler to scoff at it and hold tight to a narrow view 
point which does not admit anything new. 

One famous scientist was convinced until the day 
of his death that man had never existed on the entire 
American continent until about a thousand years ago, 
when the Indians arrived heree He spent his whole life 
explaining away any evidence which seemed to prove him 
wrong; anything which showed that men were here long 
before he had decided that they were was a fake, or was 
not correctly analyzed, or any of a large number of 
things - but it could not shake his views. His influ- 
ence, unfortunately, still survives in many museums and 
institutions. 

There is something more than this to the matter, 
however, Recent information from Russia shows that 
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several highly-placed members of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences have taken an interest in the subject. 

In the Journal of the Academy recently appeared 
en article discussing the possibility that Atlantis 
existed in the light of recent deep-sea soundings in the 
Atlantic Ocean. And Professor V.A. Obroutchev, leading 
authority on the civilizations of the Gobi Desert, whose 
fiftieth year of scientific work has just been celebrated 
in Russia, considers the one-time existence of Atlantis 
to have been very probable. 

Another Russian scientist has published a book 
analyzing the question from a chemist's stand-point, 
one which has not yet been represented in the researche 
He also favours the Atlantean theory, and says there is 
more evidence for than against ite 

The United States has suffered several setbacks in 
the race with the Soviet Union in the field of science; 
the launching of the third Russian satellite, a giant 
compared to our earlier efforts, was 2 triumph for theme 
And it would be another reverse for us if, at some time 
in the near future, Soviet historians and technicians 
would discover definite and positive evidence of the 
existence of Atlantis. 

It is not possible to deny facts just because the 
person or country that discovers them is opposed in 
other ways to yourself. If the history of the world is 
to be pushed back far beyond where it is now fixed, it ° 
will only be done if our own scholars will take a new 
look at this field; if schools and research laborator- 
ies are encouraged to work on it; if a full study is 
made of all material, both old and new. 

Atlantis is a mighty theme which has shadowed the 
world for ages; it deserves now a new consideration 
with an open mind, to enlarge the vista of history and 
give us & new vision and lesson from the past. 
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PUDDING STONES | 





Seven years ago it was reported in the press that 
a Professor : Ernest A. Rudge of West Ham Municipal 
College, together with his wife, was seeking the trails 
of pudding stones - a conglomerate of pebbles embedded 
in sandstone - which, like the straizht tracks, were 
placed in straight lines. 


At the time of writing they had found some 130 of 
these, mostly in East Anglia, including a line of five 
in Epping Foreste Some of these marked ancient rights 
of way, others were built into the foundations of 
Saxon Churches. 


The Rudges soon discovered that the country people 
held pudding stones in a kind of veneration, calling 
them “growing stones" or "motherstones". Superstitions 
had gathered around them. In Oxfordshire a weird lady 
was supposed to sit on them at midnight to comb her 
grey hair. One stone built into a church carried a 
strange local legend. A farmer told Mrse Rudge that 
the people who built the church brought the pudding 
stone down from a hill, and three times the devil 
carried the stone back to its lone hilltop. So the 
church was built on the hill, and the stone stayed with 
it. 


Inspired by these tales, Dr. and Mrse Rudge dug 
into church history. They found that Pope Gregory the 
Greet in 601 A.D-, had told his missionaries not to 
destroy such stones when they found them in pagan 
Britain. Instead, they should build churches upon them, 
so that the centres of new Christianity might enjoy the 
prestige of a more ancient faith. 


Gregory's priests and their successors seem to 
have followed the Pope's advicee In Chesham, towards 
the west in Buckinghamshire, the Rudges found an old 
church built on 19 pudding stones set in a circle, a 
sort of primitive Stonehenge, and probably much more 
ancient. 


The Rudges doggedly followed the pudding stone 
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trail across eastern England, only to find that it ended 
in Grime's Graves in Norfolk, where Stone Age man dug 
flint with staghorn picks. Norfolk country people shun 
the spot, and call it “the evil place". 


Grime's Graves was a centre of industry of the 
Tardenoisian people who inhabited England some 6,000 
years ago, and ancient Tardenoisians laid out the pudd- 
ing stones to guide them to their flint mines. The 
centre of their culture may have been the ring of pudd- 
ing stones now in the foundation of Chesham Churche 


The southwestern end of the route has not yet been 
founds The known section ends near the Thames at 
Pangbourne, Berkshire, and it points southwest toward 
Salisbury Plain and Stonehenge or Aveburye Perhaps the 
Megalithic people built their temple, like Pope Gregory 
built his churches, on a still more ancient circle of 
hollowed pudding stonese 


Your editor made several attempts to get into touch 
with Mr. and Mrs. Rudge, but without success. It would 
be interesting to know how far their investigations 
proceeded and to what extend they can be correlated with 
the Straight Track thcorics.e

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BOOKS 


Gog-Magog by T.C. Lethbridge. London 1957. 





An excellent book on the hill figures at Wanglebury 
discovered by the authore Apart from his discovery of 
the figures of a goddess, two gods, a chariot and horses, 
on the hillside, being only guided by a reference in 
Gervase of Tilbury, who lived between 1180 and 1212, and 
a letter by Bishop Joseph Hall (Mercurius Baritannicus) 
whose book "Discovery of a New World" mentioning them 
had been published in Latin in Frankfurt in 105. With 
the information garnered from these two authorities 
the author was able to discover these figures which had 
been concealed for a considerable amount of time by 
having been ploughed over. He dates the construction 
of the figures as between BC 200 and BC 50, by the 
icenie 


In his researches he noted that the staring eyes 
of these gods and goddesses cut into the chalk had given 
rise to such words as: giggle, gaggle, goggle, and 
other words meaning a vulgar staree He considers that 
the goddess represented, whom he equates as Magog, the 
male god being Gog, was linked with the worship of Epona 
the horse goddess, from which we get the modern word 
‘pony’. However he omits to note that the root ‘og’, 
found in so many of the names of prehistoric gods, 
whether in the Bible or in European myth, was the basis 
of the word ‘ogre’ first employed by Perrault. 


That, as Dr. Margaret Murray has pointed out in 
lecture and in her works on the subject, the ancient 
pagan worship of Europe, being hounded by the Church, 
eventually ended up as witchcraft, always a subject 
for purience on the part of writers. 


He also mentions that the myth of Lady Godiva, the 
nursery rhyme of the “Lady of Banbury Cross;' who had 
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rings on her fingers and bells on her toes, together 
with the naked woman who used to ride at Banbury, after 
having blackened herself all over, all refer to the 


fertility ceremonies connected with the worship of Epona 
and her kindred. 


Another point is the possible relationship of 
Druidism to 3rahmanism, a matter first suggested by 
Maurice in his “Dissertation on the Indian Origin of 
the Druids and of the Striking Affinity which the 
Religious Rites and Ceremonids anciently practiced in 
the British Isles Bore to those of the Brahmins", 
London 1796, included in his seven volume "Indian 
Antiquities". There seems no valid reason why this 
should not be the case, culture spread much more widely 
over the world three, four and five thousand years ago 
than most people are willing to credite 


Altegether a most interesting book.
